midst of soul-rrtirring tumult, I will drop you a

line concerning the State Convention which has

rteen hoiden in this place to day. Its nominal
object, as vou know, was to nominate Sta'e Offi¬
cers and Electors :*or the approaching Election,
which has been accomplished, and we have now

only to wait fir the appointed time, when the

Green Mountain Boys will again cover their little
.State w:;h glory, as in the d-tys of the Revolu¬
tion. I have setn enough of Burlington dur.ng
the past week to make me enthusiastic in its

praise, but I cannot rind words to express my ai-

fection and regard for the Stale, since I have
heard some twenty thousand of her yeomanry
shouting for the triumphant success of Henry
Clay. Three cheers for Vermont! Her Whigs
ire es numerous as the leaves upon the trccs.and
like these productions of the vegetable world in
their own sphere, they cast a protecting shadow
over the institutions of our country.
But I want to give vou an öica of the mighty

host which has thronged the streets of Burlington
to-day. After the various delegations were count
ed, the whole multitude formed therasdves into a

precession and paraded through the town, led by
a band of one hundred splendid mumcuns, while
all along the hnc might he seen that paragon
of banners, thcAmcrican flag waving in the breeze.
I cannot give a minute description of the whole
pageant, bot the following portions of it should
be mentioned. In a large conveyance, drawn by
six black ho-scs. thirtci n a glorious number that,
old Revolutionary soldiers wire seated, whose
hearts panted with emotion and whose eyes beam-
ed brightly as they thought of their dear country,
and the unexampled prosperity and renown which
arc to be its inheritance from the Whig policy of
Government. And then came a cavalcade ol
three hundred horsemen, whose hom« s are among
the mountains and whose hands are hardened by
honorable toil. And not one of them but looked
as if he would divide h.s last loaf of bread with a

poverty-stricken exile from a foreign clime..
Noble men May their virtues be rememeered
so long as their native mountains endure I.
Another interesting picture was a kind of ark
laden with one hundred farmers and drawn by
twenty four red oxen.young, fat and beautiful as

were ever seen. The standard bearer was lion.

and who-e cattle and sheep are counted by thou-
sands. On one side of the banner appeared the

cottage of the Ashland Fanner, and on the other
all the agricultural emblems peculiar to Vermont.
Another novelty was a beautiful sail-boat named
Henry Clay, which was drawn by four while
horses : the sails were set. the colors flying, and
midway up the mast were a couple of sailor boys,
and in the boat some half dozen full grown and
handsomely dressed sailors, whose Bong-themes
were of the sea and of their country.

Alter the business of the Convention was dor>
the speaking commenced, and able addresses
were delivered by Senator Phelps, Representative
Marsh, James S. Thayer, of your city, and
other distinguished individuals. The whole
affair was conducted in a most spirited man¬

ner, and went off with great iclat. Even tin

Awful Explosion.
Our city was yesterday shocked by the most

terrible and mournful accident that has ever oc.

currcd in us vicinity. Yesterday morning the
stcamlxiat Gen. Vance, dpt. S. D. Dodsworth,
left the wharf of J. N. Elben, at >£ o'clock, with
a full load of passengers and freight lor Toledo.
She proceeded across the river to Windsor, and
just as she stopped the wharf, and was letting
off steam, the butler exploded. The sound was

The fore parted
the boat immediately sank, and the aft soon fol¬
lowed.

cargo all or nearly all lost. It is of course too

early to judge calmly of the cause of the explo¬
sion, but it is due to Mr. Gaylord to say. lhat he
is an engineer of skill, experience, and of the high¬
est integrity and fidelity, in whom out citizens
repose entire confidence. The following state,

inent by him has been furnished us for publication :

Mr. Gaylord, the engineer, says, her steam was

low, and riot so as to blow oft", when she lelt the
wharf on this sine, but as usual on leaving port,
he caused tiic lire.-: to be replenished, not knowing
lhat the boat was to land on the other side. But
on coming to the dock, he had her fire-door
opened, and himself raised the safety valve and
tied it up, so as to blow off freely. At the mo.

ment of the explosion he was standing upon the
rail, with his fund having hold of the shroud,
saying to Captain Woodworth, "that he should
have given him notice of his intention to land
there, that the steam was making fast, and he
must not stop long,"' that instant, the explosion
took place; Mr. Gaylord was blown from the rail
where he was standing, on to the forward deck of
the Ferry Boat United, and was badly bruised,
and somewhat scalded, but not dangerously.
